vice magazine.

gun buttery; thirty ynrds from it another 
four-gun biittrry ; and, last of all, another 
monster like unto the first.

heights, you must not forget, art) one _or 
more heavy batteries, with n plunging fire 
directly over these water batteries. 
Theao 


hospital batteries lire pronounced, by all 
oilicera who have examined them, moat 
complete in construction, finish and equip 
ment. The guna aro of the very beat qual- 
ity — both rifk-d and smooth — none of less 
calibre than eight indies. Tho mnga/.ines 
fltill are full of ammunition, ami the bat- 
teries ready for immediate action. 
Imag- 


ine the batteiio^i I have described, in R lino 
equal to thu front of two of your street 
blocks; then placo yourself on a lake 
steamer, nnd make tlm passage in front of 
the guns, at a distance not exceeding 1,000 
yards. You may then obtain some idea of 
the gauntlet through which our blockade 
runners passed — a faint idea it will be, for 
when they i cached tho hospital batteries, 
they had already passed tho'ie above —that 
which sunk tho Cincinnati — that other 
which aunt the Henry Clny to the bottom — 
a mile and it fourth all bristling with guns. 
Know Vicksburg and its river fortifications, 
and you wih tit once conceive the truth, 
that tho running of them by unarmed 
steamers v/ns equal to tho greatest heroism 
of the world's wars. 


After running 25 miles down the river, 


you lind nearly all tho plantations occupied, 
and with some crops, principally corn, u 
few cotton field-?. 
From Grand Oulf to 


Natchez, tho country has known and felt 
but little of tho immediate pressure of the 
war. 
On several of the plantations I no- 


ticed the pi s at work. Tho guerrillas 
wcro also nt their work, us we could see by 
the Binoke of cotton burning, inland from 
the river, 
Tho government will secure 


uome cotton in this country, but sc.ircely 
as much as it has already above Vicksburg. 


After a pleasant run of eight hours, we 


leached NatciiLv. — th it is, wo ronchi'tl thu 
historic hole, " Natcluv. under the hil' " — 
nmisLTiiblc nett!i>m>>nt of Irish, contraband:* 
und dinrs, occupying tenements of equ \\ 
vuriety with their number. It is a hurd 
place, on a narrow Blrip between thu rivur 
and iv perpendicular hill 200 f«-et in height. 
A rotui ot ea-iy grade takes you along the 
hill aido, and us it brings you to the sum- 
mit, uahera you nt once into a beautiful, 
little, quiet oily of UrOl)0 inhabitant.

street's are good, .sidewalks well fUgged arid 
kfpt clenu. 
Tho homes ar« Biibdltintmlly 


built, many of them of some pretensions, 
spacious, ami oitimt>'d in thu midst of beau- 
tiful grounds. In thu nrrangi-tnent of gar- 
dens aad grounds, ornamental trues utid 
shrubbery, thuro IH a very treaeral display 
of good table in all parts ot I he city. 
Al- 


together it is a beautiful city, and withal 
very healthy. 


There la, or was, much wealth nnd aris- 


tocracy here. Th.u of tho worldly which 
was invested in cottfudcrutn bonds and cur- 
lency and Africans is likoly to vanish. 
While wt) v/aro there they continued to re- 
ceive, in paymr/ir for vegetables and fruit, 
coitfe'ltTtua scrip at tho s;uno valuo with 
u grwnb.ickR." How long this '' patriot- 
ism" will hold iii iliiliciilt to predict — not 
long r.ftor they find thi'iiijulvbs compellud 
to purchase provisions of our comtnisaary. 
The middling and lower classes complain 
bitterly of the conduct of the rich during 
the war, alleging that they forced poor 
men into the ranks, v^hilo they remained 
at homo speculating in sugar and the necua 
saries of life upon their families.

otlicers art) charged with such practices. 


i ivskcd n respectable and intelligent citi- 


zen why Vicksburg was not properly pro- 
visioned. Said he, "One reason was, our 
commissariat and quartermaster's depart- 
ment wero nil corrupt — too busy •uith spec- 
ulations." An instance was cited of a man 
by tho name of Wilson, who wna worth 
$,{0(1,000 at tlio commencement of tho war, 
and decamped to Texas after tho fall ot 
Vickaburg with a million and ft quarter of 
money. Another instance waa that of a 
quartermaster, who was indolent at tbo be- 
ginning of the rebellion. 
He sold 1,700 


heuil of cattle, captured during last year's 
raid into Kentucky, to the rebel govern- 
ment at ten cents per pound. Thus it 
would seem that the rtbul nrmy is infested 
with dishonest ollic^rd us well as tho Preach. 


When Geucnil li.uisom landed with his 


troops to occupy Nalche/. as » military 
post, thu good robelu nfl'octed great aston- 
ishment. No doubt they wero burprised. 
They hud made «. kind of truce with Admi- 
ral Fitrr.igut, ( which they had violated but 
once by firing on tho Essex men in thu 
streets, und receiving a couple- of hundred 
shell in return,) and were quite willing to 
remain professed neutrals, their city being, 
meanwhile, n grand general depot for smug- 
gling from Mexico, by Uroiviiovilie and the 
lied river country. 
But their wishes, but 


feebly and timorously urged, were uot re- 
garded. 


General Hansom proceeded quietly and

his room a contraband whispered "dareia 
two on Ym runniu1 oil in de carriage." 
Just then the prisoner aslierl time to change 
his underclothing. Major ilc-Keo took his 
parole for a half hour, mounted his horse 


and pursued the fleeing carriage, after a 
fierce race of a couple of miles, he captured 
n captain of artillery and a Col. Sitnms, of 
Kirljy Stnith'n staff. The rebels were very 
much crestfallen when they found their 
captor bad only his sabre, while they had 
each a pair of revolvers und. sword. 


Gen. Ransom has already secured aud 


sent away 7,000 head of cattle, the proper- 
ty of the confederates, and a considerable 
amount of ammunition, which had been 
ferried across the river to Vidalia. lie has 
also within his reach 8,000 head of cattle 
and 2,000 of sheep, which will be at once 
brought in. These cattle-Here driven from 
Texas to Vidalia, nnd Bwam across the 
river to Natelie/.. Here they were distri- 
buted among different plantations to be 
fed, and afterward nont to the different reb- 
el armies. Citizens tell me that at least 
100,000 havo been driven through Natchez 
during tho la^t seven months. Tho occu- 
pation of Nutche/, has thus stopped nn im- 
portant source of supplies to the rebellion. 


Tno route from Mexico, through Texas 


and Natchez, was used very extensively 
for the amuggling of medicines and various 
articles of which the rebels stand in need. 


The gunboata that went up Red and 


Black rivers destroyed tho rebel fortifica- 
tions at Karri jonburg, and captured the 
steamers Louisville and Elmira, both in 
good order.

Soon 'after passing tbe main 'landiogyyciu 
oometo'thefamdas hospital batteries of the' 
rebels, so ' uiime^f'rom" their-position near 
the old U. S. marine hospital. Tbeyare 
all water 'batterie3,"irrt'«ndttd' to be worked 
agninat'any kind'of armed oi''Qna'nned-ves- 
sel attempting to pass'from either abovebr 
below.- Jast'after'passing the depot;of-the' 
Jackson -road; you ron in front of'110'inch' 
pivot gun of L age dimensions: ' (In heavy 
artillery the rebels1 use a third more'ifon 
than we ''do;'tb'as endeavoring-to coropon1 
sate the poor quality by.an"increa'sed:quaD-' 
tity of metal.) Thirty yards below,.au 8- 
inch rifle and a stolen columbiad'poke thefr 
saucy-oostriiB out'oa the left of a'huge aer-' 
vice magazine.' farther below is a fonr-1 


•gun battery ; thirty'yards from it another 
four-gun battery ; and,- last of all-, _another 
monster'like unto the 6rst;'" Above, on1-the 
heights, you must not forget, are one'or 
more heavy batteries, with a plunging)fire 
directly over these water batteries. These 
hospital batteries aro pronounced, b? all 
officers who have examined them, -most 
complete in construction, .finish and-equip 
ment: The guns aro of the very bost qual- 
•ity—both riflod and smooth—none of less 
calibre than eight inches. The magazines' 
still are full of ammunition, and Ihe bat- 
teries ready for -immediate action. Imag-' 
ine the batteiies I have described, lira1 line 
equal to tho front of two. of your street 
blocks: then place yourself on a lake 
steamer, and make tho passage -in front of 
the guns, 'at a distance not exceeding 1,000 
vardu. You may then obtain some idea of 
1 


the gauntlet through which our blockade 
runners passed—&. faint idea it "will be, for i 
when they reached the hospital batteries, ' 
they had already passed those above—that 
which sunk the Cincinnati—that other 
which sent the Henry Clay to the bottom—• 
a mile and n fourth'all bristling'with guns. 
Know Vicksbnrg and its river fortifications, 
and you will at once conceive the truth, 
that the running of them by unarmed 
steamers v/as equal to the greatest heroism 
of the world's wars. 


After running 25 miles down the river, 


yon End nearly all tbe plantations occupied,1 


und with some crops, principally corn, a 
few cotton fields. From Grand Gulf to 
Natchez, the country has known-and felt 
but little of the immediate pressure of the 
•war. On several of the plantations I no- 
ticed the girs at work. .The guerrillas 
were also at their work, as we could see by 
the smoke of cotton burning, inland from 
the river. 
The government will secure 


some cotton in this country, but scarcely 
as much as it has already above Vickaburg. 


After a pleasant run of eight hours, we 


reached Natchez—that is, we reached the 
historic hole, " Natchez under the hill "— 
a miserable settlement of Irish, contrabands 


I and dogs, occupying tenement's of equal 
vuriety with their number. It' is a^h'ard 
place, on a narrow strip between the river 
and n perpendicular hill 200 feet in height, 
A road of ea-iy grade takes you along the 
hill-side, and us it brings^ you to the sum- 
mit, ushers you at once into a-beautiful, 
litile, quiet city of 9,000 inhabitantaj :The 
streets are good, sidewalks well digged and 
kept clenu. The houses are eubatnatially 
built, roany of them of some pretensions, 
spacious, and situated in the midst of beau- 
tiful gronnda. 
In the arrangement of gar- 


dens aad. grounds, ornamental, trees-and 
shrubbery, there is B very general display, 
of good taste .in all parts of the. city. Al- 
together it is a beautiful city,- and withal 
very healthy.

tocracy.here. That of the worldly which 
was invested in confederate bonds aiid cur- 
rency and Africans is Hkelv to vanish.

I asked a respectable and intelligent citi- 


zen why Vicksburg was; not. properly pro- 
visioned. Said he, " One reason was, our 
commissaribt and' quartermaster's depart- 
ment were all corrupt—too busy -with spec- 
ulations." An instance was cited of-a man 
by the name of Wilson, who was...wor;h 
$300,000 at the commencement of the war, 
and decamped to' Texas after . the fall of 
Vicksburg with a million and.a. quarter of. 
money. Another instance was.tbat'of a 
quartermaster, who was inaoleut at the be- 
ginning of the rebellion. ' He', sold 1,700 
bead of cattle, cap'tured during last year's, 
raid into Kentucky, to . the rebel goyera- 
mei-t at ten centa-'.ps'r pouuci. . .Thus it 
would seem that the rebel Army is infested 
with dishonest officers aa.wellas tha French.

Under the pressure of this monstrous in- 
iquity, he believed that the tirao would 
cotno when, tho two races would exchange 
places, when the blacks would themselves 
to bs tbe true Christians of tho country, 
and the whites would sink into barbarism 
in their dealings with the former. 
Ho 


would give his rigfy arm, he aaid, if slr.ve- 
ry eoold be abolished inatanter in the old 
North State, and a stop be put to the deca- 
dence of the whites. 
Mr. McKay, howev- 


er, did no}, foresee tlio terriblo debasement 
which slavery would produce upon the 
whites of the freo states aud European 
countries. The fruits of tho stolen labor 
of four millions of people cannot be enjoy- 
ed with impunity by any part of the v/orlJ.
